— Bituminous 
coal production in Kentucky from Jan- 
unh 1 to April 10 la estimated, in an 
announcement by the Qeologlcul Sur- 
vey today, to have been 8 730,000 tons. 
Only four States had a larger produc- 
tion during this period, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Illinois and Ohio. 

Kentucky's estimated production by 
months during the above period fol- 
lows: January. 2,!i(8,000: February. 
2.028,000: March, 2.100,000 and April, 
2.058,000 tons. * 

Slight increases in the amount of 
production time lost because of no 
market were reported by all of the 
Kentucky fields for the week ended 
June 18, as compared with the pre- 
vious week. 

The pcrcentafce of production time 
last because of no market Increased In 
the Northeastern Kentucky field from 
57.2 to 58.7 per cent : hi the Western 
Kentucky field from 81.7 to »*,a per. 
cent; In the Hasard Held from -2.2 per 
cent to 24.0 per cent, and in the Harlan 
field from 40.i to 42.8 per cent.

Tom McCoy was ranging some cattle 
m the headwaters of thla creek despite 
the met that livestock was forbidden 
to run at large in this territory by- 
law. These cattle bad damaged the 
crops of Mrs. Delong, un aged widow, 
ind she and her son hod confined 
hem In a lot, near the house. Tom 
McCoy, hearing of this, accompanied 
his son-in-law and nephew, came 
aver after the cattle. On the way they 
utalned a supply of moonshine liquor 
and. bad become Insanely Intoxicated. 
They tore down Ihe fenos and turned 
the cattle out and started to drive 
them away. \ 

Judge McCoy, in the meantime, was 
sitting on the porch of the Delong 
home and had said nothing or done 
nothing to prevent their taking the 
cattle, as he could see they were in 
the last stage of intoxication.

Then dragging and Jerk 
ng hla victim over the ground, he 
continued to plunaTe the knife Into hi* 
body until hla maniacal blood lust was 
satisfied. He then" stripped his shirt 
which had beoome soaked with blood 
nf hi* victim and fled down the creek 
from the scene of his trlme. Together 
with hia companions they went yelling 
ike wild men, putting the inhabitants 
of this Isolated community in fear of 
their lives. They continued their way 
down the creek to the ooint where the 
Panther Fork road leads to Woll 
creek. They took thl* road and re- 
turn. si to their home on .John's creek 
Magistrate Reuben Davella was 
called to the Delong hcrre to hold an 
Inquest and Officers Delong and Bua- 
kirk were put on the Mall of the mur 
derers. They were found at their home* 
Just below Thomas, Ky.. -iiid professed 
u know nothing of the crime. They 
were brought to Ines and placed In 
jail. Tom McCoy later claimed be was 
acting In self defense. 

Feeling la running high against . the 
murderers. 

J. J. McCoy was at one time County 
Judge of Martin county and was noted 
for hi* pfOgTessiveness. He opened up 
and built many piHe* of public roads 
and conducted the county's affairs In 
a manner above criticism. He has 
been a resident of Wolf Creek all hla 
life with the exception of a few years 
rpent In the state of Washington. He 
was a good citiseil and liked by every- 
one. He was qnlet and law-abiding 
and never harmed anyone. 

He leaves behind him numerous rel- 
atives to mourn hla end. He had two 
brothers. P. P. and A. McCoy, living In 
Lawrence county. Another brothat, 
itavui, lives on Wolf Creek. Be woe 
an uncle of Attorney W. R. McCoy 
of Inex. 

Tom McCoy Is a aon of "Big Andy" 
McCoy, deceased. He is an only son 
and inherited all of his father's land 
holdings in this county. He formerly- 
lived on Wolf Creek, but moved to
